From  sundown,  Saturday,  July  16th  to  sundown, 
Sunday,  July  17th,  Tisha  B’Av  (the  ninth  day  of 
the  month  of  Av)  is  observed  by  Jews  worldwide 
as  a  day  of  remembrance  of  the  many  tragic 
events  in  the  Jewish  historical  past.

A  Word  From  the  Rabbi 

To  travel  to  Israel  for  one  night  is  a  bit  strenuous. 
But,  as  an  act  of  solidarity,  it  really  had  to  be 
done. 

My  wife  and  I  received  a  call  on  Thursday  night, 
April  21st  asking  could  we  be  ready  to  fly  to 
Israel  Sunday  night,  April  24th  and  be  back  here 
Wednesday  morning,  April  27th  at  7  A.M.? 

With  one  night  in  Israel  it  was  hectic,  but  one  of 
the  more  important  and  exciting  things  we  have 
done  in  our  lives.  The  Israelis  thanked  all  350  of 
us,  from  different  parts  of  the  United  States, 
from  the  bottom  of  their  hearts.  The  fact  is  that 
tourism  is  at  a  low  ebb  and  we  felt  we  had  to 
show  Americans  that  Israel  is  safe  and  beautiful 
and  that  our  visits  there  are  appreciated.  We  must 
show  solidarity  and  unity. 

I  have  spoken  in  the  synagogue  on  this  program 
that  the  U.J.A.  had  organized.  These  were  the 
highlights  of  the  36  hour  visit:  landing  at  an  Air 
Force  base;  visiting  Afula;  a  heartwrenching  out¬ 
burst  from  a  mother  and  father  of  victims  of  the 
terrorist  bombing  on  a  bus,  which  we  will  never 
forget;  the  determination  of  the  citizens  to  con¬ 
duct  their  lives  normally;  talking  to  youngsters  in 
a  high  school  and  learning  their  views  on  the 
peace  process.  The  U.S.  Ambassador  addressed 
us,  as  did  the  President  of  the  State.  Members  of 
the  Knesset  and  simple  people,  demonstrators 
and  quieter  citizens,  all  with  differing  views 
spoke  earnestly  to  us.  Our  overall  impression 
was  that  the  State  is  strong  and  that  it  needs  our 
help  to  welcome  Jews  continuing  to  arrive  from 
the  former  Soviet  Union  and  Ethiopia. 

From  the  roar  of  the  F16’s  at  the  air  base  to  the 
encouraging  words  of  the  Chief  Rabbi  at  the 
Wall,  we  witnessed  the  deep  faith  in  the  future 
which  motivates  these  remarkable  people. 

Think  about  a  visit  to  Israel  soon  and  remember 


always  the  UJA/Federation  campaign:  show  the 
Israelis  that,  indeed,  “We  Are  One.”

A  locked  cabinet  will  be  purchased  for  the 
library.  It  will  be  stocked  initially  by  the  Wom¬ 
en’s  Evening  Group  with  videos  purchased  in 
consultation  with  Susan  Vogelstein,  librarian  of 
the  Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library,  and  the 
Board  of  Jewish  Education.  There  will  be  a  mix 
of  subjects  which  will  include  videos  on  holi¬ 
days,  liturgical  music,  Israel,  and  our  history 
and  tradition  in  addition  to  commercially  suc¬ 
cessful  and  relevant  videos  like  “Shoah,”  “The 
Garden  of  the  Finzi  Continis,”  and  “Schindler’s 
List”  (when  it  becomes  available).

Dear  Friends, 

It  is  with  great  admiration  and  respect  for  all  of 
you  that  I  end  my  tenure  as  director  of  the  Early 


Childhood  Center  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
Throughout  my  career,  I  have  been  involved 
with  many  different  institutions  and  in  no  other 
have  I  experienced  such  strong  support  for  early 
childhood  education.  The  officers  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  School 
Board  are  all  profoundly  aware  of  and  commit¬ 
ted  to  a  school  that  fosters  the  healthy  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  young  Jewish  child. 

Over  the  past  six  years,  I  have  seen  the  school 
develop  and  grow  in  many  ways.  On  the  most 
obvious  level,  it  has  increased  in  size,  adding  a 
new  classroom  and  thirty  children  in  two  new 
groups.  Six  years  ago  there  were  twelve  teach¬ 
ers  and  assistants.  Now  there  are  sixteen,  along 
with  additional  support  staff.  The  number  of 
applicants  to  the  school  has  more  than  doubled. 
Each  year  over  forty  children  go  on  to  public 
and  private  elementary  schools.  There  is  won¬ 
derful  new  equipment  in  the  classrooms  and  on 
the  play  roof.  Both  the  secular  and  Jewish  cur- 
riculums  have  been  greatly  enriched.  There  is  a 
flourishing  children’s  library  and  a  parent 
library.  A  thoroughly  professional  newslettei  is 
printed  and  there  is  an  outstanding  Nursery 
School  Parent’s  Association  where  there  was 
none  before.  Its  branch  of  the  Parents’  Associa¬ 
tion  has  added  activities  each  year  and  this  year 
will  have  sponsored  nine  different  projects  or 
events,  including  the  publication  of  a  kosher 
cookbook! 

This  growth  could  not  have  taken  place  without 
the  help  of  the  School  Board,  Rabbi  Lincoln, 
Barrie  Modlin,  an  active  parent  body,  nursery 
school  teachers  and  office  staff,  and  many  other 
people  in  the  congregation.  I  am  particularly 
grateful  to  the  three  School  Board  chairs  with 
whom  I  have  worked:  Joanne  Davis,  Dorothy 
Denburg,  and  Alan  Levine  for  all  the  support 
and  encouragement  they  have  given  me.  Much 
of  the  credit  for  the  smooth  operation  of  the 
school  goes  to  Rachel  Oppenheim,  the  adminis¬ 
trative  secretary,  and  Gladys  Gansl,  the  assistant 
director.  There  is  also  an  outstanding  teaching 
staff  —  a  well-educated,  intelligent,  and  dedi¬ 
cated  group  —  devoted  to  their  profession. 
Each  staff  member  has  my  heartfelt  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  his  or  her  commitment  and  willingness 
to  be  part  of  an  ongoing  learning  experience. 

I  am  proud  to  have  been  part  of  this  entire  com¬ 
munity.  My  personal  growth  as  a  result  of  hav¬ 
ing  been  here  has  been  tremendous.  I  have 
strengthened  my  knowledge  of  and  dedication 
to  Jewish  learning  and  to  early  childhood  edu¬ 
cation.  I  have  benefited  from  the  wisdom  and 
vision  of  many  people  involved  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  and  there  are  many  friendships  I  hope  to 
continue. 

As  I  move  on  to  other  endeavors,  this  experi¬ 
ence  will  remain  an  important  influence  in  my 
life.  I  am  fortunate  to  have  had  such  a  wonder¬ 
ful  job  and  I  have  truly  loved  working  with  all 
of  you,  most  of  all,  of  course,  with  the  children.

A  Message  From  Varda  Hubara 
Educational  Director 

Our  religious  school  is  growing  and  dynamic. 
There  are  constant  developments,  changes, 
improvements  and  explorations  into  new  curri¬ 
cula.  One  of  our  Gimel  classes  participated  in 
an  experimental  Hebrew  language  program 
developed  by  the  New  York  Board  of  Jewish 
Education  in  conjunction  with  the  Department 
of  Education  and  Culture  of  the  World  Zionist 
Organization.  Newly  introduced  among  the  var¬ 
ious  parent/student  activities  was  a  joint  visit  by 
the  Kindergarten  and  Alef  classes  to  the  Jewish 
Museum.

The  high  school  student  body  has  been  growing 
steadily  during  the  last  few  years,  with  a  10% 
increase  this  past  year.  The  school  functions  on 
both  academic  and  social  levels.  Many  courses 
were  offered,  including  Mishnah,  Jewish  humor, 
and  Jewish  play  reading.  At  the  same  time,  the 
students  experienced  a  successful  trip  to  the 
Holocaust  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C.,  as 
well  as  several  Friday  night  dinners  at  the 
homes  of  various  students,  a  ski  trip,  and  sports 
events  at  Madison  Square  Garden. 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  elementary  and  high 
school  students  are  fortunate  to  have  teachers  of 
truly  high  caliber,  whose  commitment  and  dedi¬ 
cation  are  reflected  in  the  high  quality  of  their 
teachings.  Fortunately,  our  teachers  remain  with 
us  for  many  years.  And  this  past  year  has 
brought  us  even  greater  pleasure  in  that  two  of 
our  teachers,  Donna  Shaffer  and  Vanessa  Lack¬ 
er,  are  alumnae  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
religious  school.  They  will  be  joined  next  year 
by  alumna  Nina  Goodman.  “Midor  l ’dor,"  "from 
generation  to  generation.”  How  gratifying  it  is 
to  enjoy  this  continuity  within  our  school.

Will  Be  Revived 

The  Women’s  Evening  Group,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Committee  For  The  Homeless  and 
Community  Outreach,  will  be  reviving  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  Caring/Sharing  Commit¬ 
tee.  Rabbi  Elana  Zaiman  will  be  the  advisor  to 
the  newly  restructured  committee. 

Some  of  our  congregants  find  themselves  alone 
during  the  High  Holy  Days  or  Passover  and 
would  enjoy  the  warmth  of  a  family  atmosphere 
for  Rosh  Hashanah  dinner,  Yom  Kippur  break¬ 
fast,  or  a  seder.  There  are  many  members  in  our 
congregation  who  would  be  happy  to  share  a 
holiday  with  other  congregants  if  they  knew  who 
would  enjoy  being  invited.
